ing was delivered by 
T. J. Davis, 


vice-president of the First National 
bank, Cincinnati. He devoted him- 
self, discussing the subject. "Mod- 
ern Banking,'' almost exclusively to 
pointing out the advantages and dis- 
advantages of the national hanking 
act. 
His speech 
was read 
from

It al.Mi may reduce exehang 
es, he added, and is far reaching ii 
iis comfortable assurance it give 
the banker. 


Some of the disadvantages to tin 


country bank through the new law 
lie asserted, were the loss of ex 
change, and the likelihood that tlu 
collectable balance with the federa 
reserve bank may be larger than an- 
ticipated, which will make necessarj 
a larger reserve and a 
consequeii 


loss of interest. The last 
advan- 


tage, he said, was that the country 
hankers will have to carry account* 
to cover their collections.
